adhered to. 

Art. 2. Be it underftood, that the prefent convention is 
gor, by any means, to be conftrued as tending to annul -the 
treaties now fubfitting between the diftin@ powers of Ruffia or 
Portugal, or other European Courts whatever; but on the 
contrary, fuch treaties, and the ftipulations therein made, will 
as fully biod the faid powers as they did any time previous to 
the prefent convention, which is not to invalidate, much lefs to 
enforce, a violation-of the aforefaid treaties. 

Art. 3. The two high contracting powers will continue to 
obferve the mo/t exact neutrality, and rigoroufly enforce the
